It is, as & inaltor of coarso, impoB" 
Biblo to ploaso everybody, wholher iho 
Bobjeot bo female irumigratiOQ or any- 
thing else ; everyone haa Bomo favor- 
ite idea on the eubjeot which ho con- 
ceives would render the n^attor very 
eaiy of BMangement. It will, bow^ 
ever, bo eatisfactory to the mnltitudo 
to know that whatever is nndertakon 
ia respect to the eubjeot abJve allaikd 
to, will bo carried out in a manner ad- 
vantageous to the host inieroslB of the 
coantry. The desirability of femalo 
immigratiOQ having beoa decided upon, 
the next step is to determine the class 
of females required, and therefore to 
be Boloctod ; thoy should bo chosen 
amongst, those who would bo most 
useful, and tho most liU'oly to btoo'no 
permanently settled in ilio Colony. 
Fortunately iheBO rcquiremenus go 
hand in hand, as svo hiwo a l ormaiiiiiL 
filasa ot settlere— the farmerfi; ihfev 
require wives, and by iniirriago tho 
dealinatioa of such immiyriints vFould 
be fixed. That lliey would bo useful 
and productive, may bo at once sion 
by looking at the list of imports and 
observing bow much of dairy pioduc- 
tions are included in the enumeraiion. 
Thus, the clats of people mainly re- 
quired are females irom the rural di'- 
triots of England, thoao who have 
been educated and aoouslomed to tho 
manufaotare of produotioas peculiar to 
the soil. To obtain such a class, re- 
course muBt not he bad to Immigra- 
tion Comnjissioncrs, but Bhonld bo iiw 
vited tbTOugh the Inhabitants of tins 
Colony. How frequently men have 
boon known to say tha^ if thoy had a 
little money thoy would bring oui 
their wives, sweethearts, or relations, 
as the case naay be. Hence iheHO 
ought to bo the people the Govorfiinout 
ehould cffer astiistanco to. When the 
immigrant arrived, she would bo met 
by her friends, and thus make it ccr. 
tain that she would not have to be 
anpported by the Colony ; and, what 
it more, the kind of persons coming 
would bo almost certain to be of a 
character that would ehcd lustre upon 
the country. It would not be neces- 
sary to briag them oat in batches of 
tortyj they could be sent out in every 
veeael that came direot, a few at a 
time, as every vessel has acoommoda-. 
tion for a dozen at leas*, so that thoy 
could be easily provided for in service 
or otherwise. If the colonists thom> 
selves would only use their influence 
by showing their agricultural friendn 
the advantages tho Colony holds out ; 
that there is a good and piofiM 
able market lor everything that can 
be raised, aud plenty of land 
and rocm for all, there would bo 
little need for Governmenl just now to 
apply to tho Board of Couimi'^sioiiers, 
and still less need for i\ local Board in 
the Colony. The necessity for such ma- 
chinery, however, exists, and wiih the 
sum granted by the Government for the 
object in view, it will be necessary that 
whatever may be required io relation to 
any such local Board should be contrib^ 
uted gratuitously, and that the whole sum 
ftvaihbla for the purpose in view be ap- 
plied in the way presurihcd. We are ul 
a loss to see how any lulvaiitngu could be 
derived from un ii^a-iicy l)eiiig estab- 
lished at San Francitico, us that would 
entail the piiyinenC of a salary to some 
one, and would do very liiile towards 
sending us help, and still le.ss iti rcK^rd to 
permanent population. The local Huunl 
is in a manner necessary in order to u'- 
ford a specified meaus of obtaining in- 
formatiOQ on the part of our own settlers, 
and also to negotiate the terms njion 
which immigrnntB can be obtained Irom 
the old country. We still hold to our 
original views on the subject, viz, that 
8150 will be required for each 
adolt immigrant, and of this buim 
the Government should pay S50, 
the applicant here, paying 3100—850 on 
receipt by tho metcaiiiile firm in tliia city 
of advice of the vessel's bulling with the 
imuiigraiit on board, and the nina-uiiin' 
|£0 on the nrrivul out of the shij). An 
additional might bo advanced by 

tbo government, (raakiiig tho contribu- 
tion from the fund 816) to bo applied for 
each of the girls in the liurchase of liiilu 
DBcessaries for tho voyut,'u, Fiilclity and 
capability in servico should fur these 
girls bo understood tests of lUncKs for 
matrimony— the great end and aim of all 
their exertions; and this conclnsion to a 
terra of faithful service would uot be ob- 
jected to by the employers, who would 
ultimately bo benefitted by the increase 
of permanent population in the Colony, 
but particularly if the continued arrival 
hero of 'low rdcruiifl by every ship admits 
ted of other girls being obtained to re- 
place those happily Bottled iu comfortable 
jii'i'^neB. The amount appiopriftt^d; small 



as it is, will accomplish a great deal for 
tho present and future advaulage of the 
Colony, so that tho gentlemen forming 
the local Board should not object to a 
little extra exertion in so good a cause,

We were muah ploaEed to bBor last night 
that Mr. Harnett hns at leogtli completed 
his woils, or ai least that portion of ihom 
tbfit wi'l iidinit of hU commencing to wasii 
immediiitily, Owiog to Itie isolation of the 
rivor, and the dillicully of obtaining men, 
ha iiad boon delayed beyond all aniicipotion. 
Tho works, it oppenra, ore of Rreater mogCii- 
Inde tliao we supposed. Tho great difficulty 
hua been to git ttie water uoross tho river to 
waBii the ground selected. In the first 
pluoa, it wao found impossible to obtain, as 
expccied, cedar trees long enough to make 
stringors 100 feet, and all other timbsr when 
hewed down to the necessary dimenst'ons 
'would bend so mnoh in the oenlre when 
raised sixty feet that no known system ol 
bracing could mako them straight, or render 
^ them sale ut tliut lieijjht for men to work 
npon them. Henco snotber plan had to hs 
adopted. It became necessary, nB a luuuda- 
tion to bull tho upper works upon, to 
throw noroKS the rivor two sleepers ttrong 
l'2nou^li to boar ttio superstructure, and this 
has been dct;e. Two .sparo, each 100 feet 
long, 10 by IG inches, were prepared, and 
llieec ponderous fciraberB were drown 
by Mr. Harnett, three white man and 
a Cbinarnan, Bome four hundred yatiJs 
from the aide-bill inch by inch through Iho 
ander-brusb, over fallen trees, across tho 
ri»er to their pcsition twenty feel nbove tho 
r ver so »a to be safe against all freshets. 
From these sleepers rise throe sets of st'ong 
and solid benlp, forty feet hi^L, to sustain the 
upper strlngara on which tbe water boxoo 
rest, tho wholo being as firmly as possible 
braced to a cedar tree on each file of Iho 
rivor, wbich have been used as piers. No 
■one on the rivor thought the hacio lower 
timbers could bo hiudled by so limited a 
force, bnt Mr. Harnett seems to have un- 
bounded faifi "in muscla and the watch 
lacblu" and the thing was done without 
a single mishap. The work ttiH to be 
done is trifling, and Saturday night 
will see the last limber in position. So 
far the parly have repaired over 700 
feet of the Hume, bull'. 300 feet of their own, 
cut down the limbor on tho ground, takm 
up by the company, and paid n'l incidental 
expenses for a littlo over §400. In thai 
respect certainly he gives a good nccjuni of 
hi3 stewarL'ship, As oppoitunity ofTored 
prospecting was continued, and our infornr.ar.t 
is more than ever convinced fiom the pros- 
jjecta ha cotitinoully gets, that the west tide 
of the river will yield a bandeome remaoera- 
tion to several hundred ol men for_ years to 
eome, if properly handled. ..Some ol these 
^rospBota were ahowo .o* last nighi, and we are 
pore than aver inolioad to adopt Mr. Har- 
nett's opinion. 

There: ia a source of power in Ihia Colony 
too lit la taken notice of, and coriaioly too 
little UEcd. Tho aborigines have plenty of 
muscle, and if a little trouble were taken, 
that muscle might be made prodncfcivo of 
weolth. The Indians have reservei, in many 
caBes/of very excellent l^nd; Teach and 
induce them o ooltivato it. Some of our 
mlBsionaries have suoceoded in ddag so, and 
■were othors to teach Indians industrious 
hobils in oonneotion with religious exorcisoj, 
more good would result. According to tho 
School Ordinance, every child may go to 
school, we presume, without dis inction of 
race or color; but whether Indians are in- 
cluded in the bcriefiis of the Ordinance or 
not, power it assuredly given tho Governor 
to nB3i:t schools, and therelora Ihoao for In- 
dians. Would it not ha well, theo, to eslab- 
(Jlish reservutioas that woald teach the In- 
dian?, among other things, how to cultivate 
ft the soil, bud and groft trees, etc. This ia 
tho WB^ to oiviliie the native and to iocreoso 

producioD.
